US Republicans to mull 
immigration path this week 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Repub he ans will lay out prin¬ 
ciples on immigration policy 
tins week at a party retreat as 
they debate whether to ad¬ 
dress the lightning-rod issue 
ahead of November's con¬ 
gressional elections. 

On the day after President 
Barack Obama's Tuesday 
night State Df the Union 
speech, the 332 Republicans 
m the House of Representa¬ 
tives will seclude themselves 
at a resort on Maryland's 
Eastern Shore to thrash out 
policy guidelines for 2D 14 

The debate comes as con¬ 
gressional aides acknowledge 
that some Republicans will 
push far an overhaul of the 
country's outdated immigra¬ 
ft oli laws that mcludes a p ath- 
way to legal status for many 
of the 11 million people liv¬ 
ing m the shadows. 

Hie aides told The New 
York Times that the party's 
proposal would stop short of 
extending citizenship to 
adults illegally in the United 
States, although Republicans 
would back a path to citizen¬ 
ship for those illegally 
brought to the country as 
children. 

Republican leaders have 
acknowledged the need far 
immigration reform, citing 
the party's low support 
among a growing Hispanic 
community 

But they have stressed 


they will proceed piecemeal 
rather than allowing a single 
grand reform bill to pass, 
while passing separate laws 
to address issues like improv¬ 
ing border security. 

They are alsa sensitive ta 
concerns raised by p arty con¬ 
servatives that legalizing un¬ 
documented immigrants is 
akin to amnesty 

"House leadership is about, 
to roll out a set of immigra¬ 
tion principles reportedly in¬ 
cluding an amnesty for illegal 
aliens, and presumably will 
followup with a push to pass 
them through the House," the 
promin ent c o ns erv ativ e j our- 
nal the National Review 
’wrote 

"Tire correct course is easy 
and eminently achievable 
Do nothing" on immigration, 
the Review said, and instead 
focus on battling against 
Ob ama's troubl ed health care 
reform law. 

Last year's landmark bipar¬ 
tisan Senate bill offered the 
most comprehensive immi¬ 
gration overhaul in a genera¬ 
tion, boosting border security, 
reforming visa rules and pro¬ 
viding a 13-year pathway to 
citizenship for millions. 

But the Republic an-led 
House refused to take it up, 
despite calls from some busi¬ 
ness groups, which lean Re¬ 
publican but support 
immi grall on re fo mi as a way 
to boost the economy.

Aruban Parliament is 
unanimous on new law 


ORANJESTAD - Just re¬ 
cently, the Minister of Fi¬ 
nance, Juan David Irausqum 
received the complete sup¬ 
port of Parliament for a new 
law regarding "accountability 
taxes and community insur¬ 
ance premiums 

On the 20th of January the 
Minister presented tbs law 
He indicated that they want 
to ensure that each citizen, 
company and institution who 
are required to pay taxes, 
complies with tins obligation 
The law he stated is intended 
to protect the employees of 
employers who do not com¬ 
ply with paying taxes and 
premiums 

“Now the government is 
going Id concentrate id see to 
it that everyone who has to 
pay tax complies, tbs way 
avoiding for others to pay 
mare tax unnecessarily,” sai d 
Mm Irausqum. 

The preparation of this 
law dates back tD 2DOS. Vari¬ 
ous adaptations have been 
made to the initial proposal 
so as Id comply with all rules 
before being submitted tD 
Parliament. The law was 
unanimously approved by all 
members of Parliament. 

One amendment to the law 
presented by the AVP frac¬ 
tion, which was also ac¬ 
cepted, is that there will be 
time allotted for everyone tD 
adapt to the new law as it 
may go into effect on the first 
a f June tbs very year. 

Tins new law entails three 
important aspects 

1. Personal Accounta¬ 
bility Tbs means that the pri¬ 
mary empl oy er/c o n tractor 


will be accountable by law if 
his subcontractors does not 
comply with payment of the 
Taxes and premiums to the 
Tax Department. 

2 Companies that 
make use of the Temporary 
Employment Bureaus are ac¬ 
countable for the paying of 
taxes ad premiums of the 
services they purchase 

3 The Dire ctor a f c om- 
pames are personally ac¬ 


countable for the compliance 
of the payment of taxes and 
premiums as prescribed by 
law. 

The Minister explained 
that the government not only 
wants everyone to pay their 
taxes, but the Tax Depart¬ 
ment must also have the in¬ 
struments to function 
optimally and this new law 
provides those instruments.

LIMA (AFP) - Peru began 
the process of mapping its 
maritime holdings Tuesday, 
one day after the UN's top 
court handed it a victory, 
amending its maritime b order 
with Chile 

The move came as the 
Chilean Senate described the 
decision as "arbitrary" and 
lacking ‘any legal basis, 11 
during a special session held 
tD analyze the scope of the 
measure. 

The Hague-based Interna¬ 
tional Court of justice con¬ 
firmed Chile's sovereignty 
aver waters up to SO nautical 
miles (92 land miles, 14S 
kilometers) from the coast 
Monday but handed Lima a 
large swathe of less lucrative 
ocean beyond that limit 

"The Navy of Peru began 
m ap ping wo rk, after 1 e arnin g 
of the Hagiie ruling on the 
delimitation of the maritime 
boundary with Chile," cabi¬ 
net chief Cesar Villanueva 
said Tuesday. 

"We've gat to do a lot of 


checking and coordinating 
but not necessarily negotiat¬ 
ing or forming commissions" 
with Chile, Villanueva said, 
concerning the pro cess 

Chile says the ruling 
means that Pern's claim to a 
200 nautical mile territorial 
sea limit is no longer valid 
and must amend its laws to 
reflect that. 

While Peru would have 
exclusive economic rights 
out to 200 nautical miles, 
Chile says it would have free¬ 
dom of movement in waters 
beyond the UN-set 24 nauti¬ 
cal mile territorial sea limit 

Villanueva said that Peru¬ 
vian law" must merely b e ad¬ 
justed without tliere being a 
need for issuing special 
rules." 

Judges drew a line from a 
point SO nautical miles off 
Chile's northern border run¬ 
ning southwest into the Pa¬ 
cific until it reached almost 
200 nautical miles of Chile's 
coast, handing Peru the part 
o f the o cean north of the line

Yanukovych calls Biden on dramatic day in Ukraine

Yanukovych called Vice 
President Joe Biden on Tues¬ 
day m their second conversa¬ 
tion in as many days as his 
country's political showdown 
reaches a pivotal paint. 

The call took pi ace after 
Ukraine's prime minister and 
entire government resigned 
and parliament scrapped anti- 
protest laws in the biggest 


concessions yet to opposition 
protesters. 

Tlie new contact, between 
the White House and Kiev 
also came on a day when 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin warned foreign nations 
against interfering in the pol¬ 
itics of ex-Soviet states. 

The White House said that 
Biden welcomed "progress 
made today" m Ukraine and 
called on Yanukovych to sign 


the repeal of several anti¬ 
protest laws passed on Janu¬ 
ary 16 laws without delay 
"These include an 
amnesty law and a new gov¬ 
ernment that, can bring politi¬ 
cal unity, win the confidence 
of the Ukrainian people, and 
take Ukraine in the direction 
of Europe by strengthening 
democratic institutions and 
making the reforms neces¬ 
sary to achieve economic 
prosperity."

Human remains found 
after Australian croc 
attack: reports 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Children 
were so demised with a garden 
ha sc, locked in outdoor cages 
and savagely beaten by Salva¬ 
tion Army majors 111 graphic 
cases of abuse detailed Tues¬ 
day to an Australian inquiry 

A Royal Commission into 
child sexual abuse in Australia 
began hearing evidence into 
allegations Df abuse at four 
Salvation Amy homes for 
children between 1966 and 
1977, which counsel assisting 
the inquiry Simeon Beckett 
warned would be "shocking to 
many" 

"The abuse that is to be de¬ 
tailed before the Rayal Com¬ 
mission 111 the course of tins 
case study is likely ta be dis¬ 
turbing and at the severe end 
of sexual abuse," he said in his 
opening address. 

The investigative commis¬ 
sion was established by former 
prune minister Julia Gillard in 
response to a senes of child 
sex abuse scandals involving 
paedophile priests, though she 
insisted the probe would be 
much broader than the 
Catholic Church 

It is examining allegations 


of child sexual abuse in places 
of worship, orphanages, com¬ 
munity groups and schools 

Beckett said that at the 
homes run by the Christian 
Salvation Army, "boys were 
frequently punched hy the of¬ 
ficers with closed fists, thrown 
on the ground wi th force or up 
against a wall or caned and 
whipped with straps until they 
bled. 

"One boy had Ins shoulder 
dislocated by an officer during 
a punishment which involved 
hitting lus testicles with a 
leather strap Two boys were 
locked m cages on a veran¬ 
dah," he said. 

Beckett said corporal pun¬ 
ishment and sexual abuse were 
frequent One boy was pun¬ 
ished after running away by 
having a “hose (inserted) into 
Ins anus" and “was placed m a 
cage on the home's verandah 
far a week" after cornplBilling 
that another bay was abusing 
him 

" When he was released from 
the cage he was forcibly 
sodomi.sed by (a) major," 
Beckett said. 'Forced to eat 
their own vomit' 


Other boys had detergent 
forcibly poured down their 
throats, were burned with cig¬ 
arettes, or were forced to eat 
their own vomit, and one was 
dragged from his bed at night 
and raped by Major Lawrence 
Wilson -- described by col¬ 
leagues as a ‘brutal and evil 
man" 

According to Beckett the 
Salvation Army has paid out 
AusJ1.2 million (US$105 
million) to date to Wilson's 
victims He died in 2003. 

Wilson would conduct a 
daily" sick parade" m which he 
would single out boys to be 
physically inspected in private 
and sexually assault them. 

Sexual abuse at one chil¬ 
dren's home called Bexley was 
widespread, not only by Wil¬ 
son but also among the boys 
who lived there, Beckett 
added 

“In addition other Salvation 
Army officers and staff abused 
residents, as did members of 
the public These persons had 
access to the boys' dormitories 
at mgilt and would access the 
dormitories and sexually as¬ 
sault. the b cys,' Beckett said. 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Police re- 
p ortedly found human remains 
Tuesday in the search for a 12- 
year-old bay snatched hy a 
crocodile in northern Australia, 
and scaled back operations to 
a body recovery mission 

Police would not go into de¬ 
tails but acting commander 
Michael White said they had 
found “evidence within the 
search area winch strongly in¬ 
dicates the boy has died from 
the crocodile attack." 

“Further DNA testing will 
he conducted to confirm the 
identification, 11 White said. 

Local media reports said the 
“evidence" cited by White was 
human remains. 

Police on the scene said the 
operation had now entered a 
“search and recovery" stage 
following confirmation of the 
hoy's death. 

Three crocodiles have been 
shot and cut open under a 
shoot-to-kill order for any 
crocodile larger than two me¬ 
tres sighted around Mu d gin - 
hern Outstation, which is 
about 2DO kilometres (120 
miles) east of Darwm in the 


Kakadu National Park. 

The boy was taken while 
swimming with friends in the 
Mudginbem Billabong on 
Sunday. A second bay, aged 
i 5, managed to fight the crea¬ 
ture off and received three 
stitches for deep bites on his 
right arm. 

His wounds led rangers to 
estimate that the animal re¬ 
sponsible for the attack was 
between two and three metres 
long 

The attack has racked the 
small Mudginbem community 
of about 50 people who live 
outside the mining town of 
Jabnn. 

The attack has sparked calls 
for a crocodile cull by the la cal 
indigenous people, the Milan. 

Saltwater crocodiles can 
grow up to seven metres long 
weigh more than a tonne, and 
are a common feature of Aus¬ 
tralia's tropical north. 

Their numbers have in¬ 
creased steadily since the in¬ 
troduction of protection laws 
m 1971, with government esti¬ 
mates putting the population at 
75,000-100,000 
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Australian charged over

PARIS (AFP) - Chinese scien¬ 
tists said Tuesday they had 
identified a compound that in 
lab dish experiments, blacks 
infection by the deadly Middle 
East Respiratory Syndrome 
(MERS) virus 

A type of small protein, also 
known as a peptide, prevents 
the spikey virus from fusing 
with human respiratory cells, 
they sad 

Fusion is a key step in repli¬ 
cation of the virus It enables 
the virus to infiltrate a cell and 
hij ack its cellular machinery in 
order to reproduce. 

The peptide, called hep tad 
repeat 2 (HR2P), has "good 
potential" far development 
into a future drug against 
MERS, it says. 

So far, HR2P's effects have 
only been studied on cells in a 
lab dish and not y et an animals 
-- the next step m a long 
process to validate any new 
drug for safety and effective¬ 
ness. 

The first case of MERS 
surfaced in Saudi Arabia April 
2012 . 

It is considered a more vir¬ 
ulent hut less transmissible 
cousin of SARS, a so-called 
coronavims that erupted m 
Asia in 2003 and infected 
3,273 people, nine percent of 
whom died 


SYDNEY (AFP) - An Aus¬ 
tralian man appealed in court 
Tuesday charged over the gen¬ 
ital mutilation of Ins nine- 
mo nth-old daughter in 
Indonesia, where police allege 
she was circumcised 


The child was taken to 
Jakarta for the procedure be¬ 
tween February and March of 
2012, according to documents 
tendered Tuesday in Sydney's 
Manly Local Court 

The incident didn't come to 
light until six months later, 
when the infant's mother took 
her to the doctor, the court was 
told. 

She allegedly had her ch- 
toral tissue removed and un¬ 
derwent a labial fusion, 
according to police documents 
in the case. 

Her father, who has not been 
named for legal reasons, was 
arrested m December and 
charged with aiding, abetting 
or procuring female genital 
mutilation 

He is on bail and will return 
ta court in March. It is only the 
second case of female genital 
mutilation to be brought before 
the courts in New South 
Wales 

Australian authorities say 
the practice, while often con¬ 
ducted in secret, is more com¬ 
mon til an the number of 
reports and prosecutions 
would suggest 

While no official data is 
available to measure the extent 
of the practice in Indonesia, it 
is common in the country of 
240 million people, according 
to aid agencies 


BEIJING (AFP) - Hie number 
of human cases of H7N9 bird 
flu m China tins month lias 
passed 100, according ta an 
AFP tally, as the worst-hit 
province ordered live poultry 
markets in major cities to be 
dosed. 

H7N9 cases and deaths 
dropped significantly after the 
end of June last year but have 
spiked recently with the onset 
a f winter 

So far this month there have 
been 102 cases in mainland 
China, including 22 deaths, ac¬ 
cording to an AFP tally of re¬ 
ports by local authorities:. 

In the whole of last year, 
China had 144 confirmed 
c as es includm g 4 b d e aths. 

Tire H7N9 human outbreak 
began in China in February 
2013 and reigiiited fears that a 
bird flu virus could mutate to 
become easily transmissible 
b etween p e Dpi e, threat emu g to 
trigger a pandemic 

But there has been no evi¬ 
dence so far of sustained 
hum an-to-hum an transmis¬ 
sion, s ay b a th Chinese author¬ 
ities and the World Health 
Organisation 

More than half of this 
month's deaths, 12 fatalities, 
have been in the eastern 
province of Zhejiang, where 
state media said Tuesday live 
p duI try markets w T ould be per¬ 
manently closed in major 


cities. 

Live poultry markets are 
common in China and else¬ 
where in Asia, and present an 
ideal environment for virus 
spread between birds held to¬ 
gether in veiy high concentra¬ 
tions. 

Such facilities will be dosed 
in major cities and affected 
smaller towns m Zhejiang for 
three months by February 15, 
and permanently in major 
cities from July 1, the Zhejiang 
Daily said, citing authorities. 

It said the "painful" measure 
w r as being taken as part of’ ef¬ 
forts to combat the disease.

The art of Franco Koolman now adorns the walls 


of Aruba's Monument Foundation 




GRANJESTAD - Aruba's 
Monument Foundation is now 
established m a stunning land¬ 
mark building at Avenida 
Milio Craes 26, and it is only 
fitting their empty walls 
should be filled with artwork 
depicting some af tiie more 
important historical structures. 

Island artist Franco Kool¬ 
man has provided a collection 
of nine paintings particularly 
focusing on traditional island 
architecture, winch will remain 
on permanent exhibit in the 
foundation’s board room.

Hie foundation also manages 
those tliat have been restored, 
using the collected rents to 
continue their work Most of 
the buildings contain govern¬ 
ment offices, but they are now 
venturing into a number of 
proj eels by partnering with pri¬ 
vate interests, who wish to re¬ 
furbish their landmark 
properties authentically 
Monument Foundation Di¬ 
rector Anne Witsenburg de 
Jong expressed the hope that, 
such exhibits and art openings 
will become a regular event an 
the foundation's agenda. 
Franco Koolman stated he 
would willingly replace pieces 
that are sold, but other artists 
are also welcome to exhibit

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Chemists unveil 'water-jet' 
printer 



PARIS (AFP) - Like any ordi¬ 
nary printer, tin s machine in¬ 
gests a blank page and spits it 
out covered m print.. 

But instead of ink, it uses 
only water, and die used paper 
fades back to white within a 
day. enabling it to be reused. 

A teans of chemists claims 
their “water-jet" technology al¬ 
lows each page to be reprinted 
dozens of times -- a money- 
and tree-saving option in a dig¬ 
ital world that still rehes heav¬ 
ily on hard copy. 

Hie trick lies in the paper, 
winch is treated with an invis¬ 
ible dye that colours when ex¬ 
posed to water, then 
disappears. 

The print fades away within 
about 32 hours at temperatures 
below 35 degrees Celsius (95 
deg Fahrenheit) as the water 
evaporates -- quicker if ex¬ 


posed to Ingh heat, Zhang and 
a team wrote m a paper de¬ 
scribing then invention m die 
journal Nature C omnium ca¬ 
tions. 

The print is clear, claim the 
designers, and the teclmology 
cheap 

"Based on 50 times of 
rewriting, the cost is only 
about one percent o f the inkjet 
prints," Zhang said m a video 
on the Nature website 

Even if each page w^as re¬ 
used Duly a dozen times, the 
cost would still be about one- 
seventeenth of die inkjet ver¬ 
sion 

Sean said dye-treating the 
paper, of the type generally 
used for printing, added about 
five percent to its price, but 
tins is more than compensated 
for by die saving on ink 

Crucially, the new method 


does not require a change of 
printer but merely replacing 
the ink in the cartridge with 
water, using a syringe 

"Water is a renewable re¬ 
source and obviously poses no 
risk to the environment," said 
the study 

Previous work in the quest 
for a disappearing ink bas 
tended to yield a low-contrast 
print, often at a high cost and 
sometimes using hazardous 
chemicals 

Zhang and Ins team used a 
previously little-studied dye 
compound called oxazohdme, 
which yielded a clear, blue 
print m less than a second after 
water was applied 
They have managed to cre¬ 
ate four water-printed colours 
so far — blue, magenta, gold 
and purple --but can only print 
m one hue at a time, for now. 

The next step is to improve 
both the resolution and the du¬ 
ration of die print 
They are also working on a 
machine that, wall heat pre¬ 
printed sheets of paper as they 
are fed into the machine, fad¬ 
ing the pages instantaneously 
for re-printing 
At 70 C (153 F), the colour 
disappears within about 30 
seconds. 

Zhang said the dyed paper 
was "very safe" but toxicity 
tests are underway on mice to 
be sure 



Android extends gains in 
key markets 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Android smartphone platform 
has extended its lead aver 
Ap pi e's i Phon e in key m ark ets 
including the United States, 
Europe and China, a survey 
showed Monday. 

Windows Phone, mean¬ 
while, has made inroads to se¬ 
cure a strong third place 
showing m some markets, and 
is ahead of Apple in Italy, ac¬ 
cording to die survey of'fourth 
quarter sales released by Kan- 
tar Worldpanel 

Hie survey showed An¬ 
droid, the free operating sys¬ 
tem from Google, remained on 
top in Europe and most other 
major markets outside Japan 

Android ended 3013 as the 
top platform across the five 
major markets in Europe with 
63.6 percent share, while 
Apple held second place with 
18.5 percent. 

Windows Phone showed 


strong year-on-year growth, 
and in Italy captured 17.1 per¬ 
cent of tile market, ahead of 
Apple's 12.8 percent, but be¬ 
hind Android's 66 2 percent, 
the survey showed. 

In the United States, the 
survey showed Android share 
rising more than four percent- 
age points over the past year 
to 50.(5 percent, while Apple's 
share declined to 4 3.9 percent 

In Japan, Apple held dS.7 
percent of smartphone sales, 
according to Kantar's survey. 

In China, Android's share 
increased to 73.6 percent 
while Apple's declined to 19 
percent 

"Android finished 3013 
strongly, showing year-on- 
year share growth across 12 
major global markets includ¬ 
ing Europe, USA, Latin 
America, China and Japan," 
said Kantar's Dominic Sun- 
nebo. 


Candy Crush developer 
defends trademarking 
'Candy' 


LON¬ 
DON (AFP) - The British 
vi de o g ame m ak er b ehin d 
Candy Crush Saga, the madly 
addictive game played by mil¬ 
lions of people each day, has 
defended its decision to trade¬ 
mark the word “ Candy" in the 
European Union. 

King made the move last 
year and has also filed for a 
similar trademark m the 
United States, to tiy to stop ri¬ 
vals cashing in on Candy 
Crush's success. 

In an open letter published 
on King's website late Mon¬ 
day, chief executive and co- 
fo und ei Fj cc ardo Z ac c oni 
insisted the firm was not try¬ 
ing to control the global use of 
" candy" 

He wrote “We've been the 
subject of no little scorn for 
our actions on tins front, but 


the 

truth is that there is nothing 
very unusual about trade¬ 
marking a common word for 
specific uses." 

He cited words such as 
Apple, the name of the US 
computer giant saying "We 
are not trying to control the 
world's use of the word 
'Candy' -- having a trade mark 
doesn't, allow us to do that 
anyway. “ We're just trying to 
prevent others from creating 
games that unfairly capitalise 
on our success." 

Candy Crush records 700 
million sessions a day and 
racks up daily sales of 
$350,000 (63Q,000 euros), ac¬ 
cording to ID ATE digital re¬ 
search and consultancy firm. 

The game, winch can be 
played online, on Facebook 
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Dutch court lifts 
'ineffective 1 Pirate 
Bay ban 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
Dutch court on Tuesday lifted 
a ban on notorious file-sharing 
website The Pirate Bay that 
had forced two major Internet 
service providers to block ac¬ 
cess, calling the measure "inef¬ 
fective - 

The decision on appeal 
slapped down an original Jan¬ 
uary DO 11 ruling by another 
court ordering popular ISPs 
Ziggo and XS4A11 to deny ac¬ 
cess to The Pirate Bay site. 

Service providers Ziggo 
and XS4A11 cannot be forced 
to block The Pirate Bay," The 
Hague Appeals Court saidm a 
statement, explaining that most 
web users simply dodged the 
blocking measures 
-The service providers' sub¬ 
scribers in any case mainly use 
proxies or resort to other tor¬ 
rent sites," die court added. 

Ziggo and XS4A11 were 
dragged to court three years 
ago by the Brein Foundation, 
which defends copyright own¬ 
ers mthe M ether! and s 
Both service providers ap¬ 
pealed but subscribers were 
blocked from accessing The 
Pirate Bay. 

“It was clear from the start 
that the measures were in effec¬ 
tive, 11 Ziggo spokesman Erik 
van Doeselaar told AFP. 

XS4A11 added it was re¬ 
lieved by the appeals decision 
"We are pleased with the ap¬ 
peals court's decision to uphold 
the freedom of information 
and the rights of' Dutch citi¬ 
zens'' it said 111 a statement. 


The Pirate Bay is one of the 
world's foremost file-sharing 
and download sites and has 
been repeatedly found guilty of 
copyright violations in the 
Netherlands and Sweden 
Although the appeals court 
ruled m Ziggo and XS4 All's 
favour, it warned "It is very 
important that the service 
providers dont themselves vi¬ 
al ate c opyn ght r estri ch ons. ’ 
The Brein Foundation which 
has to pay Ziggo and XE4All's 
costs of between 3 DO, 00 D and 
400,000 euros ($410,000 and 
$550,000), said it w T as consid¬ 
ering taking the case to the 
country's highest court 
"The court's judgement is to 
the detriment of the develop¬ 
ment of the legal online mar¬ 
ket, winch needs protection 
against illegal competition," 
Brein Foundation director Tim 
Kuik said m a statement 
"It also goes against decisions 
by judges in other European 
countries," the Brein Founda¬ 
tion added Tire Pirate Bay has 
been blocked in several coun¬ 
tries, including Britain

LatAm summit opens with 
moment of silence for Chavez, 
attack on US spying 



HAVANA (AFP) - Cuban 
President Raul Castro Tues¬ 
day railed against US spying 
as he opened a summit of 
Latin American and 
Caribbean leaders, a group 
set up by Venezuela's late 
anti-Western leader Hugo 
Chavez to counter US influ¬ 
ence 

The meeting -- which 
began with a moment of si¬ 
lence for the late leader — 
was hasted by Chavez's clos¬ 
est ally, communist Cuba, in 
a major diplomatic coup for a 
country Washington has tried 
to isolate through a five- 
decade-old trade embargo.

What began years ago as a 
day for Super Bawl team pho¬ 
tographs to be taken has 
evolved into a ticketed event 
for fans five days before Sun¬ 
day's big game as well as a tel¬ 
evision show for die NFL 
Network and a place where 
over-the-top costumes and 
questioners beg for the cam¬ 
eras' attention. 

The event was moved from 
its typical venue at the Super 
Bowl stadium to make certain 
weather would not be a factor 
since it wili be the first Super 
Bowl staged in a cold-weather 
outdoor venue 

So at the home arena of ice 
hockey's New Jersey Devils, 
fans paid $25 for tickets - and 
$40 to park -- to watch inter¬ 
views, each person getting a 
small plastic radio receiver al¬ 
io wing them to tune in to short¬ 
wave broadcasts of some of tire 
comments from the arena floor. 

Some players are on micro- 
phoned podiums but many are 
not, often farcing reporters to 
cram against one another to get 
within reach to ask questions or 
heai' responses. 

And then there are the 
unique mquistors, the one 
dressed as a caped superhero 
for a children's network or the 
one whose key question is

your fans in Mexico? 1 ' 

“This atmosphere is crazy," 
said Denver running back 
Knowshon Moreno "There are 
so many media members 
around.

HEW YORK (AFP) - Fore¬ 
caster!!; predict the coldest 
Super Bowl and a chance of 
ram or even snow at next Sun¬ 
day's National Football League 
title showdown, but players 
say they don't fear sub-freez¬ 
ing conditions 

The Denver Broncos and 
Seattle Seahawks arrived Sun¬ 
day m suburb an H ew York for 
Super Bowl 43, what will be 
the first outdoor cold-weather 
clash m the NFL Super Bowl 
era that began in 1 967. 

"We're not really con¬ 
cerned, 11 said Denver safety 
David Bruton. "We have 
played numerous cold games. 

"I've had my share of cold 
So I'm just slappmg on the 
Warm Skm (lotion) and Vase¬ 
line -- something to act as an 
insulator — and go out there 
and play. I'll wear thicker 
gloves, but that's about it." 

Hie coldest Super Bowl was 
played m 39 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit (four degrees Celsius) at 
New Orleans in 1972, hut next 
Sunday's high is only set to 
reach 37 and is likelier to he 
near the projected low of 27 
for the night-time kicko££, with 


a 30 percent chance of'ram or 
snow. 

Super Bowls have been typ¬ 
ically staged m palm-tree cli¬ 
mates such as Miami or San 
Diego, or in domed stadiums 
when northern cities such as 
Indianapolis, Minneapolis or 
Detroit have lrnsted 

"You can't let the weather 
play a part in executing the 
game plan," Bruton said. 
"We're just going to have to go 
out there and execute no mat¬ 
ter how cold it is 

"It could be IQ below (zero), 
20 below, you know. It's the 
Super Bowl. It's going to be 


ro eking N ob o dy s gom g to re- 
aily care.“ 

The Seahawks have tried to 
stress they will do the same 
things that put them in the 
Super Bowl no matter the dis¬ 
tractions. 

"Our mentality is strong," 
Seahawks coach Pete Carroll 
sai d " We know how to p 1 ay in 
games like this." 

NFL team owners voted m 
20ID to have the game played 
m New York, with one notion 
being that a successful Big 
Apple appearance could open 
doors for future cold weather 
Super Bowls. 


Rocky Mountain chills are 
common for the Broncos in tire 
winter months. 

"We're definitely weather¬ 
proof." said Broncos tackle Or¬ 
lando Franklin "We live in b 
cold city We definitely are 
used to a lot of different 
tilings." 

Broncos quarterback Peyton 
Manning is confident because 
the team has played and 
worked out in the cold for 
weeks, even though wind and 
snow could play havoc with 
Denver's record-setting preci¬ 
sion passing attack. 

'We've practiced in this and 
had to play in these types of 
conditions at different points in 
the year," Manning said "Any 
time you have a similar situa¬ 
tion you can simulate during 
practice, it's always a good 
tiling" 

NFL championship games 
were often played in cold 
weather h efore the Super Bowl 
era and some epic moments en¬ 
sued. 

A frozen field for the 193d 
title game in New York 
prompted the host Giants to 
don sneakers instead of cleats 


m the final minutes and they 
rallied with 27 points to beat 
Chicago. 

A blizzard hit the 1943 final 
at Philadelphia, when die host 
Eagles beat the then-Chicago 
Cardmals 7-0. 

To reach Super Bowl 2, the 
Green Bay Packers beat visit¬ 
ing Dallas in a 19d7 game 
known as the "Ice Bowl" for 
being played m minus 13 F (- 
25 C) on die frozen tundra of 
Lambeau Field 

“Hus year is probably going 
to be one of die coldest games 
and we're ready font," Denver 
linebacker Lesley Woodyard 
said. "You just have to block it 
out and be into the moment." 

For some, the chance to win 
a Super Bowl matters more 
than die temperature Denver 
cornerback Champ Bailey has 
played 15 seasons to reach Ins 
first Super Bowl. He's ready for

70-degree weather but if you 
tell me it's 20 degrees and I'm 
playing in the Super Bowl, I'm 
taking it," he said.
